Chrift infticuted his laft Supper 
he.never reftrain’d the Celebration of it to any order of Men ; there 
is fome fhew of its being reftrain’d to che Apoftles alone, that they 
fhould be the only Partakers of it : butif this 46 you in remembr ance 
of me, may be enlarged asto the Keceivers, it may as well to the 
Minifters of it, none being exempted whom the Congregation of 
Believers fhall judge able and faithful for that Office. So likewife 
Church Cenfutes ought to be infliéted by the joyntconfent of the 
Congregation,and matters of controverfieought to be fo determin’d, 
This is agreeable to the Praétice of the ene who in the quefti- 


on of Citeumcifion, would net, without the Advice and confent of 


the Churchypafs any definative Sentence. "Tis faid,that the Church, 
and the Apoltles,and Elders,received and Barnabas and others. 
That the Multitude of Belicvers was then aflembled_is plain from 
Atts 15. 12. for ’tis there faid, that all the Multitude kept filence. 


wAnd when the Controverfie was dcetermin’d. v. 22. then pleafed 
it the Apoftles and. Elders with the whole Church to fend, @&c. No- 
thing you fee was done in it without the Knowledge and Approba- 
tion of thewhole Church. And the decretal Epiftle, if you will fo 


call it, was not fent to the Govetnours but to the whole Church ‘of 
Antioch. v 30. who when they had gathered the Multitude toge- 


ther, they delivered the Epiftle. And Pau direéts his firft Epiftle 


not to the Governours but to the Church of God in general that is 
at Corinth, to them that are fanttified in Chrift Jefus called to be 
Saints, with allthat in every place call upon the name of the Lord 


Jefus Chrift, c. 1. v. 2. Thele he exhorts,c. 5. being gathered tope- 
‘ther in the name of our Lord Jefus Chrift,to deliver up the inceftu- 
ous Perfons to Satan for the Deftru€tion of the Ficth that his Sprit 
_ may be faved in the day of the Lord Jefus. This vou {ee was not

-citly grant and confent to. For, Senzence of Excommunication is 
‘not there wholly -reflrain’d to the Clergy, but Lay-Chanccllors, 
Commifflaries, Officials, Lay-Deacon Surrogates, are empower’d 
‘to decree Excommunications againft their feveral Members, in{o-: 
much that the Arch-Deacon of Lefter is a mere cypher in Court de- 
‘{poyl’d of all Jurifdiction his Official a mere Layick,having the w! ole 


power invefted im him. They indeed, that none but a Prieft 
can 
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can denounce this Sentence, bur they. wholly deprive the Prieft from 


- paffing his Judgment upon the Legality of it,and threaten him with 


Sufpenfion in cale of his Refufal. So that the Power and Honour 
shar wie pretend belongs to the Clergy,they have taken away and 
conferr’d upon the se Am is far more than we pretend to ; for 
we would makeahe Paftors and the People equal Judges, or every 
Congregation judge of its own cenfures, whichiurely they mutt needs 
stant to be more rational in it {elf and moreagrecable to the Apoftles 


_ Praétice, than to rob the Minifters and | People both of their jult 


rights, and place the whole Power in “one Laick; who, being a 
ftranger to the great concerns of feveral Congregations, fhall yet 
be impower’d with a perpetual DiGtetorfhip ; and though in 
his Office he may be {uppofed to fell Juftice, yet thefole Jurifditt- 
on fhall be committed unto him, both from Bifhop and Arch-Dea- 
con. over at leaft four or five Counties. That this Power fhould be 
in the Bifhops or Arch-Deacons, or any of the pretended Clergy 
alone, is a great Grievance, but to have it confer’rd wholly upon fin- 

le Laicks, whofe Paflion, Pride, and Covetoufnefs, and fometimes | 
i norance, makes them tyrannize over the Lords Heritage, is a Bur- 
then infupportable, not eafie to be endut’d ; and unlelfs this great 
Offence be remov’d, and the Primitive Power be reftor’d to each 
Congregation, their terms of Communion will never be comply’d 
with; and this they ought in all Confcience to do, according to the 
Principlesof your Protefant Reconciler. 

4. Whereas there are many amongft us that have attain’d to 
great knowledge of Myfteries, and by Divine affiftance underftand 
many abftrufe Prophecies, efpecially thofe contain’d. in the Reve/z- 
tion of Fohn, whereby they do affirm, that Chrifts Kingdom will be 
vifible inthis World, and that he will corporally reign here upon 
Earth for the {pace of a thoufand yeats, this beingthe new Heaven, 
and the new Earth that Peter prophecies of, the ew Ferufalem that 
is to come down from Heaven. And this they imagine to be fo plain- 
ly det down in the 20th chap. of John’s Revelations, that they cannot 
withftand thé convictions upon their Spirit, but do really expect 
that the Saints fhall one day literally inherit the Earth, that they 
fhall reign with Chrift for a thoufand years, that they fhall be 
Priefts and Kings unto God and Chrift. Now this being agree- 
able to thole Prophecies of the Saints inheriting the Earth, of the 
Saints judging the World, of the Apoftles fitting on twelve Thrones 
to judge the twelve Tribesof Ifrze/: this being an Opinion which 


Papias, 
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‘Papias (imamediately after the Apoftles) Paftor of the Church at Hie- 
rapols, and Irenew of Lyons in France, having upon the fame Con- 
vidtions entertain’d; they have good Reafon to expeé an Indul- 
ce in this Doétrine, leaving it, as Cyprian did his Opinion of 
bapeizing, for every one to believe or rejeét according to his 
feveral Atrainment, that brotherly Love and Unity may be main- 
tained in the World. And whereas {ome amongft us,of that Opi- 
nion, do likewife judge, that in order to the’ propagating of that 
Kingdom, it is lawful for the Saints to avenge on the un- 
gody, and to bring all the Enemies of Chrift under their feet, that 
hrift and his Saints may be all in all; therefore, becaufe this Opi- 
~ nion feems to difturb the outward Peace and Tranquility of Nati- 
ons, we do freely deliver our Opinion, ‘That when any of us make 
fuch Attempts and failin the Succefs; ’us‘an evident Sign that it was 
not from God, and he that thus unfuccefsfully refifteth.réceiveth to 
him(elf the Magiftrates Judgment; bur if ever fuch Attempts fhall 
prove fuccelsful, then we do declare, and all muft needs believe it, 
that it was God’s Will fo to have it. -And though in fuch unfuc- 
ce(sful Attempts we fubjet our felves to humane Laws and Penal- 
tics, yet we do expect in that cafe to be'tenderly dealt with, it be- 
ing undertaken for the Caufe of Chrift and his Kingdom ; and all 
Chriftians, except thofe of the Church of England, not ont Mille 
naries, but Independents, Presbyterians, and Papifts, holding with 
us the fame Opinion, that ic is lawful to bind the Kings ot the 
Earth in Chains, and the Nobles with Links of Iron, in order to 
the erecting of a Fifth Monarchy, viz. Chriffs Kingdom; as they 
did lately fhew in fighting the Lord’s Battels with ws, ‘and ftriking 
off the Heads of all curfed Amalekites. 
. That which they call the Hierarchy of their Church, Arch- 
Bifhops, Bifhops, Deans, and Arch-Deacons, Chancellors and
